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1* Relative to the acquisition of the buildings occupied by the 
Navy for its Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, inquiries have been made 
as to the possibility of obtaining the use of this space. Being under 
Navy control, permit for its use must be obtained from the Navy, The 
Public Buildings Service has nothing to do -with it. 


2, We contacted Mr, Henry Dement, Space Control Officer for the 
Department of National Defense, -who advised that his Department had 
a total demand for one million square feet of space and therefore is 
unable to give up or to assign any existing space under the control 
of that Department, It should be pointed out that the Navy has 
previously been most cooperative, having already assigned to us the 
following buildings:
